Some lime ago, I tried to give 
to the readers, of the Vulcan 
Advocate some idea of how 
ambulance work is carried on 
along the Belgian front Since 
then, the Canadian boys have 
cr< as -d the border into France:

in Belgium would seem like 
“play at soldiers” As the 
Canadian press has doubtless 
done justice to the gallant ex-|*« 
ploits of our boys, I shall confine 
myself to a short chronicle of 
the doings of our own Ambul¬ 
ance corps. 

On our march from the Y pres 
Salient to the French front, 
nothing occurred worthy of note.

As we left the Salient, the sound 
of the guns faded gradually 
away behind us, until it became 
inaudible We marched for 
many pleasant stages, through

The party to which I belonged 
was deputed to help another 
Ambulance section, having a 
dressing station in the cellar of 
a ruined mansion, near the out- 
skirttffbf a ruined town about a 
thousand yards from the Ger¬ 
man lines. 

This town had been evacuated 
by the enemy orjly a few days 
before, so th^y had ail the ranges 
"down pat”, anil for reasons 
best known to themselves, they 
kept shelling those ruins most 
unmercifully, our station in par¬ 
ticular getting a full share of 
their unwelcome attentions. 

To this underground surgery 
the wounded were brought by 
the regimental stretcher bearers, 
from the trenches. Their wounds 
having been attended to by the 
medical Officer, the' patients 
were taken in hand by our party 
aq^ carried on stretchers to 
where our ambjlfance cars were 
waiting, some two mi|es down 
the road, 

Unlike the Belgian front, here 
our work was all done in day¬ 
light, as, owing to tt)fe ground, 
it would have been impossible to 
carry the wounded by night 
full as it was as thell holes, and 
slippery with mud. 

It was no joke, getting our 
patients out of that town. At 
intervals of a few minutes, Fitz 
would drop a shell right in our

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WHAT VICTORY IN THE BALKANS 
WILL MEAN TO EASTERN ALLIES 


SMALL NATIONS TO SECURE MORE TERRITORY 


Sbould Success Crown the Efforts of the Allies in their Operations, 
Serbia, Italy, Rumania, and Rusva will Acquire much 
Valuable Territory from the Enemy ’ 


\ 


Should the armies of the Allies, 
•o« operating between the Italian 
Irridenta and Galicia, and from Car- 
pa thia to Salonika, be successful in 
their aims, 100,000 square miles will 
eventually be subtracted from Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary. This territory, sustain¬ 
ed before the war a population of 17,- 
000,000, or just one-third of the total 
population of the Dual Monarchy. 
The geographical divisions by which 
these parcels of Austrian and Hun¬ 
garian property are known are as fol¬ 
lows: 

The Tyrol (the southern half), the 
coastlands (with Trieste). Dalmatia 

i with the islands of the Adriatic, but 
iminished by a thin paring left tor 
Serbia), are to go to Italy. This thin 
paring of Dalmatia, south of the 
mouth of the Nsrents River, Bosnia, 
Hercegovina and a portion of Sla¬ 
vonia will fall to Serbia; Transyl¬ 
vania, Bukovina and the Banat of te- 
meivar will go to Rumania, and Gal-' 
Icia will become Russian. 

Italy will take some 13,000 square 
miles, bavins a population of about 
2,000,000. Of this population less 
than 800,000 are Italian and the ma¬ 
jor fraction is Slav, Serb in Dalmatia 
and the islands, Slovene about 
Trieste. 

Rumania will receive 36,000 square 
miles, having a population of 4,800,- 
000. Of this population a little more 
than half. 2.450,000, is Rumanian, I,- 
OO0.000 is Magyar, 700,000 German 
and 50,000 Slav — Serb in the Banal, 
Russian in Bukovina. # 

Russia will get Galicia entire, bav¬ 
ins an area of just over 30,000 square 
muci and a population of slightly 
more than 8,000,000. Practically all 
of this population, save for the Jews, 
is and 5,000,000 is Polish. Some 
mf ithe fairest bits of the Alps, some 
of the best known places of tourism, 
will fall to Italy's share. ». 

In addition, in taking Trieste and 
the coaatland down to the end of the 
Istrian peninsula, she will get the 
great modern city of Trieste, one of 
the first commercial ports of the Me¬ 
diterranean hagin, and Pols, the chief 
naval station of] Austria. Along the 
Dalmatian coait she will acquire 
other splendid-harbors and such fam¬ 
ous cities as Zara, Spalatro. Sebeni- 
co. Possession of Dalmatia and of the 
islands of the Adriatic will give her 
command of the Adriatic and she will 
abolish the rivalry of Austria, even 
if Fiume remains to Hungary and 
Austria and Hunganr continue united. 

Proportionately, Serbia's gains will 
be greater. Bosnia. Dalmatia, that 
falls to her share, the portion of Sla- 
• vonia, have an area of 21,000 square 
miles, materially more than that of 
Serbia before the first Balkan war. 
Acquiring them. Serbia will at last 
gain her window on the sea. denied 
her through Austrian interference af¬ 
ter her Balkan victories. But Serbia 


has other hopes. Montenegro, also a 
Serb laad, will unquestionably be 
joined to Serbia, together with the 
northern tip of Albania, containing 
Scutari. All told, Serbia hopes and 
expccta to gain 30,000 square miles, 
25,000 coming from Austria, and save 
for a few Albanians about Scutari the 
people of these regions arc all Serb 
by race. 

Even greater are Rumanian ambi¬ 
tions. Before she entered .the second 
Balkan war, Rumania was a nation of 
7,000,000, and her arem was nearly 50,- 
000 square miles, about that of Eng¬ 
land or of New York State. The Bal¬ 
kan war save her 3,000 square miles 
and 300.000 people taken from Bul¬ 
garia. If the gets her prise in the 
Austrian campaign she will get over 
36,000 square miles and become a 
kingdom with an area equal to that 
of the mainland of luly. Her total 
population will be close to 12,000,000, 
and more than hnlf of the new citi- 
sens will be Rumanian by'racc. 

In Transylvania, too, she will ac¬ 
quire the coal mines necessary to he* 
industrial expansion. Shaped no r 
like a crescent moon, Rumani 
then become a solid block, no longer 
threatened with bisection by any at¬ 
tack coming from Austria. 

The real prise will naturally fall to 
Russia. Galicia it one of the richest 
agricultural lands in all Europe and 
its oil wells are unsurpassed on the 
Continent. By bringing her frontiers 
to the Carpathians Russia will abol¬ 
ish the open frontier that has so long 
weakened her position on the west 
snd has proved so disastrous in the 
campaigns of the present. war. Lem¬ 
berg, the capital of Galicia, ira city 
of nearly 250,000, the fourth in the 
Austrian Empire and one of the great 
railroad centres of Europe. Some por¬ 
tion of Galicia Russia intends to add 
to her Polish kingdom, probably all 
west of the San. 

In doing this, Russia will restore 
5,000,000 Poles to their old association 
with Warsaw, and if there be an 
autonomous Poland, under Russian 
protection, it will contain at least 
16,000,000 of the 20.000.000 Poles, the 
balance remaining in the eastern 
lands of Prussia. 

Such, briefly, is the partition of 
Austria-Hungary. 

In London. Rome, Petrograd, Paris, 
one may see, it is said, maps on 
which the partition of Austria-Hun¬ 
gary is already recorded as an ac¬ 
complished fact Many of these maps 
extend the limits of the dismember¬ 
ment far beyond those described. But 
the irreducible minimum is the divi¬ 
sion outlined, a division which sub¬ 
tracts 15,000,000 Poles, Rumanians, 
Italians, Serbs, Ruthenians, Slovenes, 
from the dominion of the Magyar and 
the German-Austrian, and in doing 
this takes less than 2.000,000 Mag¬ 
yars and Germans. « 1

Boy Scouts Aid Zeppelin Victims. 

Among Other Useful Activities 

A Bucharest dispatch plates that 
when German aeroplanes dropped 
bombs on the city, killing about forty 
civilians, "a number of Boy Scouts 
engaged courageously in maintaining 
order among the entire .populace. 
What the Boy Scouts of Bucharest 
did on this occasion seas a repetition 
of what Boy Scouts in different parts

In the early part of 1915, Bristol 
introduced a practical scheme for 
utilizing all her Boy Scouts . in the 
event of aircraft saids. The scheme 
caught on there with such enthusiasm 
that it was unanimously adopted in 
other parts of the continent. This 
schema was introduced with the one 
idea of giving .large numbers of Buy 
Scouts an opportunity to "be prepar¬ 
ed" if occasion should unhappily 
arise. Nor, as recent history assures 
us, have the Boy Scouts been., found 
warning when the call to duty was 
sounded. g a 

In the event of an aircraft raid a 
Scout's duty consists of assisting in 
rescue work, procuring equipment 
from nearest • ftoop headquarters, 
•ending for police and othex^assist- 
anre, calling attention u* dangers 
from explosives and cables, giving 
first-aid assistance and Performing 
numerous other duties. /. 

His Royal Highnefl the Duke of 
Connaught, iq hit capacity as Chief 
Scout for Canada, said farewell to the 
Boy Scouts of Montreal recently. In 
the course of his very excellent re¬ 
marks, the Chief Scptfl said:

meat seems to be i vexed ques¬ 
tion in some districts il> Alberta. 
The farmer, of •qourfh, hplds 
neither butcher nor 1 pellets’ 
licence, and Section 13£ of the 
Stock Inspection Act, 1916, is 
quoted as an authority on the 
matter against the farmer, foe 
section reads as follows: / 

“It shall not be lawful to offer 
beef for sale in any city or town 
in the province by other than a 
licensed butcher unless the hide 
taken from the carcass from 
which such beef was obtained 
and each quarter of such carcass 
have been inspected bv an in¬ 
spector of stock or /a brand 
reader, and such hide and each 
quarter have beyLSjaraped by 
the stock inspector or brand 
reader with an official stamp 
authorized by the Minister.."N 
The section seemingl /-gefefi 
to beef alone, any therefore 
mutton or pork can be butchered 
and sold any place by a fanner 
without restriction. As to the 
sale of beef it applies only when 
it is sold in an incorporated city 
or town. Presumably the re¬ 
striction was put on to prevent 
beef from stolen animals being 
sold in large places where de¬ 
tection would be difficult 
- If a farmer or other person 
who does not hold a butchers' 
license desires to offer beef for 
sale in an incorporated city or 
town, he must have the hide of 
the animal and each quarter in¬ 
spected andBMmped by a stock 
inspector or by a brand reader. 

But then would the stamping 
of each quarter by a ^brand 
reader be any protection to the 
consumer against disused beef?

Sugar’s History 


FLORENCE WARDEN 


Has Been Known and Used Since th* 
Beginning of Time 

The beginning . ot sugar's history* 
is lost in the mists of antiquity. 

It has been known since the dawrs 
of history, hut not m all countries, 

and the Chinese appear to have de¬ 
lighted their palates with some sort 
of sugar for more than 3,000 years. 
It was known in India earlier than irs 
Europe, being made from a juicy 
reed or canc. 

One of the generals of Alexander 
the Great is said to have carried su¬ 
gar to Greece in the year J2S B.C- 
as Sir Walter Raleigh, some 2,00<> 
years later, carried tobacco from 
Virginia to England. But even as- 
late as A. D. 150 sugar was still a 
rarity in Greece. 

The famous physician, Galen, used 
it as a remedy for certain maladies. 

The invention of the firit process, 
for refining .sugar is ascribed to the 
Arabs, and a Venetian merchant is. 
said to have purchased the secret 
from them and introduced the pro¬ 
cess into Sicily. 

The refining of sugar was first 
practised in England about 1659.

Germans Under Bridah Treatment 

Are the German soldiers down¬ 
hearted when they fall int<T1l!t*hand 
of the British as prisoners? How do 
they fare after they have spent some 
days under the administration of the 
cook, the guard and the camp sys¬ 
tem? Perhaps the opinion of a typi¬ 
cal British Tommy on these ques¬ 
tions may be interesting.

Destruction of Militarism 


Further Military Successes Required 
to Break the Obstructive Will 
of Germany 

We quote the final sentences of a 
document which, being prepared pri-. 
marily for influencing opinion in neu¬ 
tral countries, has not found publica¬ 
tion in our ordinary press. After a 
rehearsal of the necessities which 
brought the Allies into conflict with 
the German claims, and which com¬ 
pel us to continue fighting until 
Prussian militarism is destroyed, the 
signatories of this document, amongst 
WUOm we note consistent supporters 
of our cause, such as Mr. Archer, 
Professor GHbcrt Murray and Pro¬ 
fessor Hobhouse, give the following 
account of our national demand: 
"When our ministers spoke of des- 
tro>ing Prussian militarism, thev 
meant the ending of a system which 
has compelled all Europe to arm, and 
now to send all its sons to die in 
millions. That system can be ended 
as soon as Germany is ready to ac¬ 
cept what most other nations have 
long desired, the settlement pf inter¬ 
national question by peaceful arbitra¬ 
tion or co-operation in council, and 
not by the open or secret menace of 
the sword.** 

Here, it seems to us. is the clefT 
statement of the first condition ot a 
settlement. It is not certain that any 
military victory, however decisive, 
can in itself bring the ending of the 
Prussian system, or can even compel 
the GtnWUI people to desire its end 
instead of desiring to foster it for 
some distant revenge. It is probable 
that further military successes for 
the Alfies will be required to break 
the old obstructive will of Germany. 
But there are signs that, with the 
gigantic loss of life she hss sustained 
and with the certainty of further dis¬ 
asters staring her in the face, she 
is ripening for a repudiation of all 
her conquests." If Germany could 
be brought to such a definite repu¬ 
diation, and to a clear expression of 
her willingness to enter such a Euro¬ 
pean system as is proposed, a pre¬ 
liminary basis for negotiations would, 
have been reached.

enemy's trenches. He didn’t, 
let us forget the fact either, but 
sent, the rifle bullets buzzing 
alxiut our ears like bees.' 

On and on we would trudge, 
through that shrieking inferno 
of fire and steel, until we had 
left the town behind us. Then 
we felt a mighty sense of relief, 
.for although stray shellsdropped 
about us occasionally in the open 
field, we knew that our greatest 
danger was over for that trip. | 

Among the wounded we hand¬ 
led there were quite a number of 
Germans who had fallen intoour 
hands in a trench attack. They 
invariably received the same 
attention and treatment as our 
own boys. Whatever may be the 
bitterness between Canadian and 
Hun while in the trenches, they 
are all treated as comrades when 
brought to the horizontal position 
One poor Fritz was brought in 1 
with a shattered leg. He had 
lain out in the open field for five 
days! His wound was in a terr¬ 
ible state, but he was wonderfully j 
cheerful. He knew no English, 
but kindness is an universal lan¬ 
guage, and when he had had a 
drink of water, a morphine tab¬ 
let to allay the pain, and Tom¬ 
my’s never-failing anodyne, -a 
cigarette,- he seemed to realize 
that he was among friends. 

The German soldier does not 
seem to think it a calamity to be 
taken prisoner these days. 

Once, as we were returning to 
headquarters for a rest, we 
brought along a party of German 
Marines who were able to walk, 
being only slightly wounded. Af¬ 
ter walking a mile or so they 
seemed pretty well jaded. On 
reaching a certain comer of the 
roadthere was a little booth, and 
Ihere, still within shell range,the 
ubiquitous Y. M. C. A. man was 
handing out hot Bovril, gratis, to 
the soldiers passing to and from 
the front line. Here we halted, 
and after a hot drink our prison¬ 
ers brightened up wonderfully. 
They chatted and laughed toget¬ 
her, until it looked as if they 
were on a pic-nic excursion. 

Upon reaching headquarters 
they were giver breakfast, and
